Florida History onView 


For most people it won’t be a trip down 
memory lane. But viewing the picture exhib- 
ited on the ground floor rear of the LLRC - 
provided by the Museum of Florida History 
will give an idea of what pioneer days were like 
in Florida. 

Recently, the LLRC has become a partici- 
pant in the Museum of Florida Traveling Ex- 
hibits Program. The purpose of the Museum is 
to promote and encourage knowledge and 
appreciation of the State of Florida. It collects, 
conserves, and interprets artifactual material in 
four separate museum sites in Tallahassee. In 
addition, The Museum maintains an array of 
traveling exhibits throughout the state. 

The first exhibit shown here was acollection 
of photographs by Alvan S. Harper, perhaps the 
first professional photographer to establish in 
Florida. The collection showed Floridians in 
the capitol city at work and at play, and are a 
record of Tallahassee area homes and fashions 
at the turn-of-the-century. 

Currently on view is “The Age of Steam on 
Florida Water”, highlighting the great steam- 
boats thatregularly sailed Florida waters. Turn- 
of-the-century steamboats are represented, as 
well as oceangoing ships, excursion launches, 
and small deep-sea craft.
